After 
completion of the practice, the 
farmer certifies this by filing 
the necessary report form with 
the county office. His cost 
sharing assistance, in the 
form of either cash or a 
purchase order for a conser- 
vation service or material, 
usually covers about half of 
the cost of the approved 
practice, 

Under the cash plan, the 
‘armer pays the total cost of 
establishing the approved 
practice, and he is later 
reimbursed for the Govern- 
ment’s share of the cost. 
Under the purchase order 
plan, the Government’s cost- 
share is advanced to the 
vendor who supplies the 
(1) a conservation 
material--such as seed, ferti- 
lizer, or lime; or (2) a ser- 
vice--such as earth moving.
